s<*rve« l. The Europea n popula tion look 
to these Imported fruits a lm ost ex 
clusively to supply their ta bles. Tinned 
p« « ars, pea ches and a pricots come prin­ 
cipa lly from America , while preserved 
fruits, ja m s and drie« I fruits still come 
la rg ely from Europe. The rt*a.son is ap 
parent. 
The America n ma nufa cturer 
will not, or does not, meet the condi­ 
tions 
recjuired. 
Since there a re no 
pea ches or pea rs In Europe which can 
<*« » mpete with those from Ca lifornia , 
tlie orienta l mercha nt ha s no clmice; 
in other lin« *« he is not so restricted, 
r n m e s and ra isins a re la rg ely used. 
The dried fruit Is put up In bottles am! 
H« *al« ‘d. 
In no other w a y « 'an it be 
shipp« '« ! to the tropics without gr« *at 
loss, a s the humi« lity of the clim a te or 
insects will stiou render it unsa la ble. 
No fruits, biscuits, cra ckers or 
a ny 
other food product can be sa fely ship 
ped to (H'titral or southern China or 
the Fhillppine Isla nds without being 
sea!« *« ! in g la ss bottles or tinne« !. The 
Eng lish and continenta l m ercha nts am! 
nia nufa i’turers umiersta ud this and put 
up their fruits a ccording ly. 
If tinned, 
the tins a re either pa inted or vBMiishe« ! 
to prevent rust and eouseiiuent loss to 
the mercha nt.

throughout the racing world w as tak­ 
ing dinner with a party of foolishly 
Idolatrous friends at the Cliff House, 
outside of San Francisco. 
The Jockey 
had been riding during the winter rac­ 
ing in and around San Francisco, and 
on this day he had won the sw ell event 
of the year on a rather no account 
horse. 
Consequently his hat was a 
w hole lot too small for him. 
“H e w as an Insulting little chap at 
best, but on this occasion he simply 
let his tongue 
run 
aw ay with his 
brains. 
H is humor took the turn of 
Joshing an old tim e walter at the Cliff 
H ouse who had been In California 
since the days of the Argonauts. 
The 
old man had long side whiskers, and 
the jockey made sundry and divers re­ 
m arks to the walter about the oppor­ 
tunity he was giving to the wind by 
w earing whiskers of that particular 
length, and the old man took the talk 
good naturedly without paying much 
attention to the touch of nastiness In 
the m idget’s remarks. 
Finally, how- 
- ever, when the wine had gobe around 
pretty freely, the jockey reached up 
behind his chair as the old w aiter w as 
In the act of performing some little 
service for the men at the table, and, 
tw isting his hand in the hair on one 
side of the old servitor’s face, he delib­ 
erately pulled out a fairly large hand­ 
ful of the hitter’s whiskers. 
“The old man leaped back with pain 
and Indignation, the Jockey laughing 
at him idiotically. 
Then the waiter 
coolly lifted the Jockey out of hts chair 
by the scruff of the neck, sat down 
and calmly deposited the midget across 
his knees, face downward. 
“ ‘Son,’ 
said 
the 
waiter, 
‘there’s 
som ething that you’ve stood in need of 
for a long time past, judging from 
your actions here during the past few 
months, aud that som ething you're

AMERICAN FRUITS IN CHINA. 


H o w R e p o r t # t o t l i r O r i e n t M ay Ba 
I n c r e a s e d . 
Consul Johnson writes from Amoy 
that tile condition of the fruit crop in 
China lias little or no effect upon the 
Importation. The tropical fruits do not 
com e into com petition with the product 
of the rutted States; aud in the more 
not them 
districts, 
where 
northern 
fruits might be grown, tin* quality of 
the products, ow ing to the ignorance or 
indifference of the people, places them 
outside the pale of com petition with 
good fruits. 
The only exception to this rule, pos­ 
sibly, consists of grapes growrn in the 
north of China, some varieties of which 
are excellent. 
There is a steadily increasing de­ 
mand among the natives for foreign 
fruits, whether canned, dried or pre­ 
served. The European population look 
to these imported fruits alm ost ex 
elusively to supply their tables. Tinned 
pears, peaches and apricots come prin­ 
cipally from America, while preserved 
fruits, Jams and dried fruits still come 
largely from Europe. The reason is ap­ 
parent. 
The American manufacturer 
will not, or does not, meet the condi­ 
tions required. 
Since there are no 
peaches or pears in Europe which can 
compete with those from California, 
Hie oriental merchant has no choice; 
in other lines he is not so restricted. 
Prunes and raisins are largely used. 
The dried fruit is put up in bottles and 
sealed. 
In no other way can it bs 
shipped to the tropics without great 
loss, as the humidity of the clim ate or 
insects will soon render it unsalable. 
No fruits, biscuits, crackers or 
any 
other food product can be safely ship 
ped to central or southern China or 
the Philippine Islands without being 
sealed in glass bottles or tinned. The 
English and continental merchants aud 
m anufacturers understand this and put 
up their fruits accordingly, lf tinned, 
the tins are either painted or varnished 
to prevent rust and consequent loss to 
the merchant. 
The 
American 
m anufacturer 
has 
found a market for his product without 
these extra expenses and is slow to 
meet the demand. Hence dried fruits, 
jam s aud tinned fruits are usually 
bought iu other countries where these 
necessary details are looked after. 


D a t e ( ’a l t u r e I n A r i i o n a . 
One of the most interesting experi 
moots in which Hie department of ag 
rlculture. says a W ashington dispatch 
is now engaged is the cultivation of 
dates in Arizona. 
A department agent 
has just returned from the Mediter­ 
ranean region, where he was sent to 
study figs and dates, with a view to 
♦he introduction of the m ost adaptable 
species into Arizona and southern Cal­ 
ifornia. 
Already some very successful 
efforts have been made in that quar­ 
ter, particularly in the Salt river bot 
tom, which lias a soil too alkaline for 
ordinary crops. 
It is wTcll watered 
from beneath, and the clim ate is warm. 
Just the conditions most favorable to 
the cultivation of dates in the Mediter 
rnuean region. 
It is believed they can 
be profitably as well as successfully 
grown here. 
For the most part Amor 
leans import a very cheap grade of 
dates. 
Taste here lias not been cult! 
rated, so that the better varieties, 
which retail from 20 to 25 cents a 
pound, find a large market. 
It Is pro 
posed to Introduce into the southwest 
only these better grades, aud it is quite 
possible that before many years this 
country will produce a good share of 
Its own dates.

AMERICAN FRUITS IN CHINA. 


now K * port rn to th* Orient Mar Bt 
Increased. 
Consul Johnson writes from Amoy 
that the condition of the fruit crop in 
China has little or im effect upon tne 
Importation. The tropical fruits do not 
come into competition tv itll the product 
of the Ctilted States; aud in the more 
not th e m 
districts, 
w here 
northern 
fruits might lie grown, the quality of 
the product:;, owing to tile ignorance or 
indifference of tin* people, places mein 
outside the pale of competition with 
good fruits. 
The only exception to this rule, pos­ 
sibly, consists of grapes grown in the 
north of China, some varieties of which 
are excellent. 
There is a steadily increasing de­ 
m and am ong the natives for foreign 
fruits, w hether canned, dried or pre­ 
served. The European population look 
to these Imported fruits alm ost ex 
elusively to supply their tables. Tinned 
pears, peaches and Apricots come prin­ 
cipally from America, while preserved 
fruits, jam s and dried fruits still come 
largely from Europe. The reason is a p ­ 
parent. 
The American m anufacturer 
will not, or does not, meet the condi­ 
tions required. 
Since there a re no 
peaches or pears in Europe which can 
compete with those from California, 
the oriental m erchant has no choice; 
in other lines he is not so restricted. 
Prunes and raisins are largely used. 
The dried fruit is put up in bottles and 
sealed. 
In no other way can it ba 
shipped to the tropics w ithout great 
loss, as the humidity of the clim ate or 
insects will soon render it unsalable. 
No fruits, biscuits, crackers or 
any 
other food product eau be safely ship 
ped to central or southern China or 
the Philippine Islands without being 
sealed in glass bottles or tinned. The 
English and continental m erchants and 
m anufacturers understand this and put 
up their fruits accordingly, lf tinned, 
the tins are either painted or varnished 
to prevent rust and consequent loss to 
the m erchant. 
The 
American 
m anu factu rer 
has 
found a m arket for his product without 
these extra expenses and is slow to 
meet the demand. Hence dried fruits, 
jam s ami tinned fruits are usually 
bought in other countries where these 
necessary details are looked after.

I would advise the people of Minne­ 
sota to cut their pine as fast as they 
can tint! a good market for it. 
But 
the> should use much discretion in so 
doing. That is where practical scien­ 
tific forestry is of value. 
I have no 
sentiment with regard to forests. 
It 
is all a practical, scientitic question 
that must be solved in tile best way 
for e\ cry one. 
“On all lands that are more valuable 
for agriculture than for the timber 
crop that they would grow I would 
have all the timber cut otf and I would 
Cot try to perpetuate forests on such 
lands. 
They are more valuable for 
raising agricultural 
products.

A small fire occurred yesterday at the 
East Liverpool pottery, bot the damage 


will amount to almost $2,000, which is 


folly covered by insurance. 


The fire started in the southern end of 


the decorating shop, bot how it origi­ 


nated is a mystery, as there was no 


blaze of any kind in the decorating 


shops and the printing presses were 


operated by steam. 
Jxrn Young, head 


decorator cf the plaut, was the last man 


in the nhop and he is sure all gas jets 


were turned out. 


The fire was discovered a few minutes 


after 4 o’clock by W. W. Harker and he 


at once sent in an alarm. 
The depart­ 


ment responded, so did an immense 


crowd of people. 
The smoke was very 


dense but the department succeeded in 


getting the fire oat in short order. 


The dense smoke was caused by the 


burning of 20 yards of flannel which is 


used at the printing presses. In addi­ 


tion to the loss of the flannel about $200 


worth of color is a complete loss. 
Two 


copper plates worth $95, 25 reams of 


paper, 90 100-piece dinner sets and 85 


toilet sets half gilded and printed are 


also included in the losses. 
A great 


deal of green ware in the room uuder 


the decorating shop will 'be 
ruined 


by the water. 
It will all be fired, 


and until it conies out of the kiln it can­ 


not be fold just how much of it is dam­ 


aged.

The East Liverpool Pottery company 
was burnt ont in 1895 and again in 1898* 
Both blazes were large fires aud meant

AMERICAN FRUITS IN CHINA. 


f l o w K x p o r t i to (Ilf O r i e n t M a y B s 
I n c r e a s e d . 
Consul Johnson writes from Amoy 
that tile condition of tile fruit crop in 
C hina lins little or no effect upon the 
importation. T he tropical fruits do not 
come into competition with the product 
of tin* t utted States; aud in the more 
not th e m 
districts, 
where 
northern 
fruits might Im* g r o w n , the quality of 
the products, owing to the ignorance ut 
indifference of the people* places them 
outside the pale of competition with 
good fruits. 
T he only exception to this rule, pos­ 
sibly, consists of grapes grown Iii the 
north of China, some varieties of w hich 
are excellent. 
There is a steadily increasing de­ 
mand sinong the natives for foreign 
fruits, w hether canned, dried or pre­ 
served. The European population look 
to these im ported fruits alm ost ex 
elusively to supply their tables. Tinned 
pears, peaches and apricots come prin­ 
cipally from America, while preserved 
fruits, Jams and dried fruits still come 
largely from Europe. The reason is ap 
parent. 
The American m anufacturer 
will not, or does not, meet the condi­ 
tions required. 
Since there are no 
peaches or pears iii E urope which can 
compete w ith those from California, 
Hie oriental m erchant has no choice; 
in other lines he is uot so restricted. 
P runes and raisins are largely used. 
The dried fruit is put up in bottles aud 
sealed. 
In no other way can it ba 
shipped to the tropics w ithout great 
loss. as the hum idity of the clim ate or 
insects will soou render it unsalable. 
No fruits, biscuits, crackers or 
any 
other food product can be safely ship­ 
ped to centra! or southern China or 
the Philippine Islands without being 
sealed iii glass bottles or tinned. The 
English and continental m erchants and 
m anufacturers understand this aud put 
up their frtiiits accordingly, lf tinned, 
the tins are either painted or varnished 
to prevent rust and consequent loss to 
tile m erchant. 
The 
American 
m anufacturer 
has 
found a m arket for his product w ithout 
tiles** extra expenses and is slow to 
meet tile dem and. Hence dried fruits, 
Jam s and tinned fruits ate usually 
bought lu other countries where these 
necessary details are looked Hfter.

If the radiation coefficient 
was several times larger than at pres­ 
ent, the age of the earth would have to 
be increased very considerably. 
A relight estim ate of all sources of 
possible erro r has led him to the con­ 
clusion that we are Justified in saying 
the age of the earth since life was pos 
Bible on it is uot less than 500.000,000 
years, perhaps less, aud consequently 
Lord K elvin is not justified in his 
statem ent that life could uot have been 
originated on this earth.

About Timber.

hoard. 
In conversation with a repre­ 
sentative of the St. Haul Pioneer Press, 


l)r. ®cbeiK*k said: 
“From what I have learned, how ­ 
ever, I should say th a t the people of 
Minnesota need not trouble them selves 
about th** preservation of their forests 
or fear that they will not have suffi­ 
cient forest land. 
I am told th a t you 
baw vast areas of pine land or b ar­ 
rens that are good for nothing but the 
growing of timber, and th at th** 
u;ai wood of these lands is the pine. 
“I would advise the people of M inne­ 
sota to eut their pine as fast as they 
can dud a good m arket for it. 
But 
the} should use much discretion in so 
doing. 
That is where practical scien­ 
tific forestry is of value. 
I have no 
sentiment with regard to forests. 
It 
is alt a practical, sclentitic question 
that must lie solved in the best way 
for every one. 
“Un all lauds that are more valuable 
for agriculture than for the tim ber 
crop that they would grow I would 
have all Un* tim ber cut off and I would 
Cot try to perpetuate forests on such 
lands. 
They are more valuable for 
raising 
agricultural 
products. 
But
